The Fighting Mouse.

One of the most surprising: dévélopments 
of the whole messy Korean war, now over 
three years, old, is the continuing antagonism 
of Syngham Rhee, the Korean President, to 
the truce negotiations. 

Theoretically, the war would be over if it 
weren’t for the bitter fighting do-or-die spirit 
of the South Koreans. Invaded by the North 
Koreans in 1950 and almost beaten in spite of 
the help of the entire United Nations, the 
weakling South Korean army has become a 
“mighty mouse” among the nations of the 
world. 

Wrong as we think the Republic of Korea 
is in opposing an armistice, and weak as it 
still undoubtedly is because of lack of natural 
resources, the little war-torn nation is to be 
admired for this display of spirit. They want 
the war to continue until North Korea_and 
South Korea are one single nation. 

How long, we wonder, can the ROKS hold 
out against the combined wills of the Com- 
munists and United Nations for an end to the 
fighting? 


Justice Has Triumphed 


Two weeks ago, in an editorial in this 
page, we pointed out to our readers the gross 
inequality of justice in two recent court deci- 
sions on homicide. We stressed the fact that 
Lorang Sorum, guilty of deliberately killing 
one man in Edmonton should not be hung for 
his crime when another man, Alex Standing- 
at-the-door was given only ten years In prison 
for bringing death to a whole group of people 


by deliberate means. 


We are gratified, therefore, to note that 
the death sentence imposed on Lorang Sorum 
former University of Alberta student. sche- 
duled to be hanged July 7 for the murder of 
an Edmonton oil executive, has been com- 
muted to life imprisonment. x 

This is a victory for Justice in Alberta, 
and Lorang Sorum will be spared to live out 
his natural life in the penetentiary where he 
can be given some useful work to do. 

It is time Canadian justice was brought 
up to date by abolishing the death penalty 
altogether. In the case of murder, it is 
pretty hard to define any criminal as sane, 
because how could a sane mind plot to take 
the life of another? The most revolting 
crimes are usually committed by the -obvi- 
ously insane. But we spare the life of a so- 
called “insane” criminal found guilty of tak- 
ing the life of another and hang the others. 
The fear of the death penalty hasn’t stopped 
men like Lorang Sorum from committing 
murder. So the death penalty should be 
abolished from our criminal code.

Rarely in the 
ernment laid itself open to a charge of hypoc- 
risy in its legislation; mistakes there ‘have 
been, and political opponents have not: been 
slow to point them out, but they have for the 
most part been honest mistakes, based on sin- 
cere attempts to remedy conditions as they 
existed. Unfortunately, this cannot be said 
of the manner in which the government is 
pussyfooting around the matter of liquor leg- 
islation. The amendments as recently brought

remove a few of the more outstanding errors 
in phrasing which should never have appear- 
ed in the first place, and also to extend the 
hours of sale of liquor, at the discretion of the 
control board; they do nothing to remove the 
ridiculous regulations and controls which 
make Alberta liquor laws a figure of fun even 
in a country which, at no place or time, has 
shown outstanding wisdom in dealing with 
the question. In addition, the premier is ob- 
viously, within his legal rights in refusing to 
divulge the report of the ‘unofficial’? com- 
mission which investigated the whole‘ prob- 
lem last year, but his moral grounds :are a 
little more uncertain. The legislature, and 
the people of the province, have a right to 
know what conclusions were reached by the 
investigators and what recommendations 
were made, even if they are not to be imple- 
mented by the government. 

The present regulations permit mixed 


cities of Calgary and Edmonton, we under- 
stand.

| Bueuce’ address, “There are not 
any, and there will not be any 
question Which cannot be resolved 
by: pedcéfult means,” he presented 
a challenge to the West of more 
danger than at first suspected. The 
Statement is clear-cut and definite 
and quite -eonsistant with his for- 
mer statements. He said in 1950 
on the occasion of Stalin's 70th 
birthday, ‘‘Russia is now surround- 
ed for the first time in history 
with friendly nations in both Eur- 
ope and Asia ... the Soviet Union 
struggles for world peace, Russia 
urges peace, and we do not fear 
competition with capitalism. Stal- 
in himself said last October, in the 
closing session of the party con- 
gress, ‘The interests of our party, 
not only do not contradict, but on 
the contrary -merge with the in- 
erests” “Of “peace-loving peoples 
everywhere.” It is the increased 
emphasis which Malenkov gives to 
these statements which now con- 
stitutes a grave and real threat 
to the Western world. 

_It is clear the new Russian gov- 
ernment is moving with vigor to 
end the cold- war, and to place 
| the responsibility for its continu- 
|ance on the U.S. In Korea, the 
Chinese and North Koreans hav: 
accepted the Allies’ terms for an 
armistice, and Russia is steadily 
modifying her attitude toward 
Western Europe, East Germany, 
Yugoslavia, Austria, and is bidding 
for trade and commercial relations 
With Britain, and the Common- 
wealth, with Iran and Turkey. She 
has released 2,000,000 prisoners 
and is “Opefiing up her borders to 
correspondents for frae Anhamper- 
; ed trips through Russia. Commun- 
| ism could become much more dan- 
| gerous under its new leaders in 
several weys. First, it can lose

Economic Conditions 

GRANDE PRAIRIE, Alta. 
(BUP) —- This’ year is shaping up 
as one of the biggest building 
years in the history of the south 
Peace River country, according: to 
reports from the district. 


Value of building is expected to 
soar into the two to three million 
dollar bracket before the end of 
1953. Leading the building list is 
Grande Prairie, where plans for a 
$144,000 addition to the high 
school are underway, as well as 
for a new $55,000 separate school 
and an $85,000 fire hall. 


A large number of public utili- 
ties projects are also being plan- 
ned in the district this year, In 
Spirit River, a new $120,000 sewer 
and water 


system is being in- 
stalled. Overshadowing all mu- 
nicipal projects is the proposed 
$1,000,000 natural gas _ pipeline 


which will be built this year to 
supply several south Peace River 
centres with gas. 

Another major project is the 
construction of local gas distrib- 
uting systems by Northland Utili 
ties Ltd. which has been awarde 
franchises in four centres.
